Dear Sir: 

My attention has been called to a 
communication in your paper over 
the signature of Frank B. Seeley. 
Mr. Seeley accuses me of a "slip” 
of the tongue. My tongue has not 
been “oiled” in this campaign, there¬ 
fore it does not “slip.” Neither 
could it be so oiled, as I am a volun¬ 
teer in the battle for national hon¬ 
esty and clean politics, and for the 
restoration to the people of the 
rights and the property which be¬ 
long to the nation and for the pre¬ 
servation of a Constitution now 
threatened in its fundamental prin¬ 
ciples by the hordes of special pri¬ 
vileges, of which Mr. Dawes is a 
living exponent. 

The connection of Mr. Dawes with 
the fraudulent Lorrimer Bank is a 
matter of public record, and, as 
President of the Central Trust Com¬ 
pany, he and his brother put over 
that deal which his own directors 
have te8tifie<l under oath that they 
neither knew of nor participate<i in. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois has 
handed down its decision upon Mr.

-i Those Eighteen Propositions 

Resuming consideration of the eighteen propositions to be 
voted on at the November election, brings us to No. 8, a senate 
constitutional amendment having to do with the pay of city and 
county officers and with the eqjployment of deputies. This is a 
genera] law giving to the legislature some powers now reseiwed 
to the constitution, and apparently with safety. This measure 
should be approved as it will tend to cut down the number of 
constitutional amendments requited to accomplish necsesary but 
relatively unimportant legislation. 

Klamath River Fish and Power 
Number 11 is an initiative measure originating with the 
stqte dsh and game commission, making a fish and game district 
of the Klamath River and prohibiting the construction of any 
dam or artificial obstruction in the waters of the district. Osten¬ 
sibly this is for the protection of the salmon spawning waters of 
the Klamath, the commission claiming that this is the last re¬ 
maining river of any size where salmon are propagated. It would 
seem that to gain this end the measure would completely stop 
the development of 500,090 potential horse-power along the riv¬ 
er. The federal power commission will not grant any license for 
hydro-electric development on the Klamath or any other river 
frequented by migratory fish until the federal bureau of fisheries 
is satisfied that conditions favorable to fish migration and cul¬ 
ture are protected. This seems to afford protection making the 
initiative measure unnecessary, and therefore calls for a nega¬ 
tive vote. 

Municipal Courts ■ 

Proposition 12 is a senate constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for the establishment of a new class of municipal courts in 
cities of 40,000 or over. Jurisdiction of these courts would be 
limited to misdemeanor cases, actions of $1,000 or less, and rental 
cases where the rental value is $100 or less per month. This 
would eventually do away with the police and justice courts with 
their present limitations, and these courts would tend to relieve 
the superior court of a large amount of business which now 
clutters up their calendar. Shnall cities and counties would not 
be affected except as they would be benefited by the last named 
feature. Vote Yes. 

Eminent Domain Proceedings 

Proposition No. 17 is a constitutional amendment designed 
merely to clarify the present provisions goveniing eminent do¬ 
main or condemnation proceedings. The present law defines the 
powers of the state, counties, cities, towns and water districts in 
this matter, and the amendment merely adds “irrigation dis¬ 
tricts or any other public corporation or district.” Vote Yes. 

When Voters Change Precincts 

Proposition No. 18 is an assembly amendment to the so- 
called Absent Voters Law, which was adopted two years ago and 
which has not been sufficiently used to justify its passage. How¬ 
ever the present proposition is designed to peiinit voting by a 
class of people not included within the scope of that law. It pro¬ 
vides that “any person duly registered in one precinct and re¬ 
moving therefrom to another precinct within the same county 
within 30 days of an election shall, for the purpose of such elec¬ 
tion be deemed a resident and qualified elector of the precinct 
from which Jie so removed until after such election.” No elab- 
, orate machinery is required to put this into effect. The voter 
simply appears in person and casts his vote as if he had not 
changed his residence to another precinct within the last 30 
days. This would permit voting by many people who are now 
deprived of their votes without any good reason or fault of 
theirs. No particular danger of fraud appears to be involved. 

This proposition should not be confused with the Absent _ 

Voters Law, which was good in theory but not justified by the

use made of it in practice. It was designed to encourage voting 
by travelers and others who might be too far away from home 
to vote on election days. Out of 631,000 voters registered in Los 
Angeles county only eight took advantage of the method pro¬ 
vided for absentee votings 

Proposition No. 18, on the other hand, appeals to be a prac¬ 
ticable method of encouraging voting on the part of people who 
are able and willing to vote but are now prohibited by the mere 
fact of changing residence, sometimes from .one part of town to 
another, within 30 days of election. Vote Yes.

Water and Power 

Proposition No. 16 is the same Water and Power Act which 
was on the ballot two years ago. At that time is was voted 
down by a large margin and appears to be doomed to an even 
heavier defeat this year. It proposes a state owned and operat¬ 
ed hydro-electric and water conservation system, with an author¬ 
ized capital of $600,000,000 represented by bonds of the State of 
California. 

In deciding to vote against tl^s proposition, I arrive at my 
conclusion by a different process of reasoning than most of its 

opponents. It is an enterprise I should like to see tried and be- _

- Digging Into The Past 

Few persons realize the enormous amount of work that 
is being done by scientific men in exploration of ancient 
ruins and unearthing fossils of i-emote ages, whereby hu¬ 
man knowledge of the past is being enriched daily.
